one of his children at school. Fort Wrigley 
is about 150 miles north of Fort Simpson on 
the MacKenzie. The Indians of that 
vicinity hunt from Great Bear lake on the 
east to Dease lake west of the Rockies. Last 
winter was mild and there was plenty of 
food but there was a good deal of sickness 
amongst the Indians. Mr. Heron came up 
by the steamers Wrigley, Grahame and 
Athabasca and leaves for the east on to- 
morrow’s train. He is originally from the 
Ottawa valley, but his grandfather was in 
the Hudson's Bay Co’s service and was at 
one time in charye at Edmonton. 


F. D. Wurson, in charge of the H.B. post 
of Vermillion, Peace river, arrived from the 
north on Friday. Mr. Wilson was chief 
clerk in the H. B. store at Edmonton for a 
number of years. He left Vermillion on 
Jane 25th and came down Peace river by 
boat to ‘*The Chutes,” 60 miles below Ver- 
million where he met the H. B. steamer 
Grahame. Taking the steamer he came 
down the Peace river to Chipewyan and up 
the Athabasca to Fort McMurray. Thence 
by row boat to Grand Rapids and from 
Grand Rapids to the Landing by the H. B. 
steamer Athabasca. The past winter was 
mild at Vermillion and the spring dry,up to 
the time he left. Crops were progressing 
fairly well and had not been injured by 
frost but would probably be light. Cattle 
wintered well last winter. The H. B. Co. 
keep a large herd of cattle which includes 
fifteen milking cows. Bishop Young, of 
Athabasca, was at ‘‘The Chutes,” on his 
way to Vermillion when Mr. Wilson left.

At Chipewyan the new steamer being built 
for the Roman Catholic mission by Capt.

THE members of the W. C. T. U. havebeen 
requested to pleace a box on or near the 
*‘Water Barrel” to receive contributions to- 
wards its maintenance. The proceeds will 
be used to furnish extra supplies of ice and 
water. 

R. Loan, of Beaver lake, was in town on 
Friday having come up from Wetaskiwin 
where he had been delivering cattle sold to 
J. Lineham. Mr. Lineham received 60 
head of cattle from the Beaver lake settle- 
ment. The weather has been dry at Beaver 
lake this season. but still crops are looking 
fairly well. There are not as many new 
settlers arriving as last year. 

A post card received from H. H. Law- 
rence, dated from Hart river, between Slave 
lake and Peace river on June 10th, says: 
** We arrived here on the 6th, eleven days 
from the Landing. Had a good trip, but 
extra low water on the Slave river. There 
were great fires along the Slave river which 
sometimes caught on the boat when passing. 
Hay seems to be a heavy cpop all through 
this country. We have seen no farm crops 
as yet. Late news from Vermillion is en- 
couraging and satisfactory. Spring early 
and crops looking well. Water is high on 
the Peace and there are many fires. Weath- 
er dry and hot. 

Joun Groat and Norman Lauder have re- 
turned from the Pembina at Lac la Nonne,to 
which place they had taken out a party 
bound to the Athabasca to mine. The party 
were: T. G. Lauder, G. Thomson, C. Grif- 
fin, and W. Carruthers. A party of five, 
amongst whom were brothers named Martin 
from South Edmonton, had gone down the 
Pembina the day before taeir arrival, and 
another party of six were already at the 
Pembina making ready to godown. They 
met a party of half breeds of St. Albert, who 
had just come up from the Athabasca where 
they had worked seven days. One man 
showeda piece of gold worth $8,the result of a 
day’s work. One of the men had $60 worth 
with him. The party had left on account of 
the high water and after putting up hay at 
Lac la Nonne would return when it was ex- 
pected the water in the Athabzseca had 
fallen. A man named Cooper end three 
others had gone across the Pembina, intend- 
ing to follow the pack trail to Fort Assini- 
beine with four carts. A. Coghlan also 
rafted across the Pembina with a wagon and 
two carts bound for Fort Assiniboine.

The change of politics by the 
Free Press in all probability means the 
early suspension of ths Nor’-Wester, and 
that even the semblance of an advocacy 
of popular rights will be dropped by 
the successor to the name Free Press. 

A newspaper besides collecting and 
distributing news is also necessarily to 
a greater or less degree an exponent and 
a moulder of public opinion. Now 
public opinion cannot be measured by 
the yard or bushel nor can it be weighed 
by the ounce or by the ton. Like the 
great forces of nature it is invisible and 
can only be measured by its results. 


Public opinion is the court of last 
resort at which all matters concerning 
public administration or private affairs 
are finally decided, and a newspaper is 


of value to the private citizen, the 
monopolist or the politician just in so 
far as it can influence public opinion in 
the direction which each desires. The 
great Winnipeg dailies by reason of 
their position and standing are in a 
better position to influence public 
opinion in the Northwest than any 
other agency. It was the peculiarly 
good position and standing of the old 
Free Press that made it the main ob- 
ject of attack by monopolists. If it is 
worth money to the monopolist to in- 
fluence public opinion through a news- 
paper, it is worth just as much to the 
individuals whose interests the mon- 
opolist hopes to prejudice by the agency 
of the newspaper. If the monopolist 
has secured control of the great city 


papers it is for the individual in 
his own protection to  de- 
fend himself, not by supporting 


the monopolists’ organ, but by support- 
ing the independent local press wher- 
It is worth money at 
all times to the private citizen or the 
community to have his or their public 
interests fairly advocated before the 
court of public opinion, just as it is 
worth money to the monopolist to have 
his interests advocated before the same 
And if the great advocate can- 
not be secured or cannot be depended 
upon then the next best thing should 
be done and the lesser local advocate

Vancouver correspondence of Winnipeg 
Commercial, July 15th: The condition of 
trade in British Columbia is about the same 
as last week, although industrial activity at 
many points is more conspicuous than at 
any time in the history of British Columbia. 
A special article would have to be devoted 
to the new mining and lumber enterprises 
of the past ten days, whilst another column 
could be devoted to the active preparation 
for the salmon pack and the frozen salmon 
industry. Prices generally continue strong 
and the outlook for fall trade is exception- 
ally favorable. A large number of people 
from Vancouver travelled twelve miles by 
tram to Westminster to trade at the city 
market this week. They paid $5 doz. for 
fowls and 30c. for new laid eggs. Butter 
sold at 30c. by the roll, and if as good an 
article could be sent here from Manitoba it 
would sell at the lowest calculation at 25 
and 26c. in large quantities. Vegetables are 
a drug on the market. New potatoes sold 
at $1.50 per hundred pounds. 


The following is the telegraphic account 
of the cause of the Indian rising in Idaho : 
On July 2ist thirty men left Jackson’s 
Hole to arrest all the Indians breaking the 
game laws of Wyoming. In Hoback canyon 
they surprised a camp of Indians and took 
them all prisoners and started with them 
for Jackson’s Hole. In the canyon they 
tried to escape and all the Indians were 
killed. One hundred and thirteen fresh 
elkskins were found in the camp. John N.

GOLD DREDGE. 


The gold dredge which has been in Course 
of construction for the past couple of weeks 
on the flat above the H.B. fort was launched 
successfully on Saturday afternoon in the 
presence of a cousiderable number of spec- 
tators. The boat is 55 x 24 feet and 44 feet 
indepth. It is of very solid construction, 
the sides and ends being built of 6 x6 inch 
pieces bolted together from top to bottom 
and alsv polted to uprights. At the work- 
ipg end the scow is square and at the other 
be it is sloped so as to make it easier to 
tow against the current. In the centre of 
the sloped end and at each corner of the 
dredge end are heavy posts which partly 
support the crane and the building oa the 
seow and partly are used to guide three 
spuds or sliding posts which by being low- 
ered to the bottom of the river hold the 
scow firmly in place while at work. The 
motive power i supplied by a 65-horse power 
boiler and two engines, which work the 
dredge and also a duplex pump which will 
raise 700 gallons of water per minute with 
which to wash the gold. The dredge is 
shaped like a grocer’s scoop but is of iron 
and is about three feet across. It will raise 
one anda half cubic yards of gravel at each 
hift A crane works on the square end of 
the scow and from this crane the scoop is 
lowered to the bottom of the river and filled 
with gravel. It is then raised and the 
crane swings the scoop back over the scow 
and empties it inton Suny box from which 
a sluice box 60 feet long runs tothe other 
end of the scow. There are two grizzlies, 
one at cach side, and the scoop dumps into 
each alternately. At the same time the 
water is being pumped on to the gravel to 
wash it from the gold. The machinery was 
formerly in use in an Ontario government 
dredge working on the Scugog river near 
Lindsay, Ont. The boiler weighs five 
tons and the whole of the machinery 
fifteen tons. The scow was built by 
C. Racine, lately of Victoria, B. C. The 
launch occurred with only one hitch caused 
by one of the slides breaking so that one 
corner of the scow did not get afloat at once. 
Although it isso heavy it only took about 
six inches of water to float her, and when 
the machinery is placed and all completed, 
she will not draw more than two feet. 
Whea the machinery is fitted she will be 
worked experimentally in the neighborhood, 
and afterwards taken up the river to Living- 
stone's slough. The Upas and Minnow will 
be used to tow her and if they hare not 
power enough she will warp up herself. 
She is the enterprise of an Edmonton syndi- 
cate and is named the *‘Notre Dame de Mis- 
tassini,” after a summer resort on the Lake 
St. John Railway in Quebec.
